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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes two arguments in the after final 
response. Applicant first argues that the Strutt reference does not teach producing blunt ends. In fact, Strutt necessarily makes blunt ends 
because Strutt ligates blunt end linkers to the DNA fragments. Blunt end linkers will not ligate to sticky ends, and therefore, only blunt 
ends can be present. The claim simply requires "blunting said DNA fragment to produce blunt ends". Strutt clearly performs this step. 
Applicant has no requirement that the blunting be performed enzymatically. At best, Applicant can argue that the steps are performed in 
a different order than that exemplified by Applicant, but that certainly remains prima facie obvious to blunt, given the Strutt expressly 
teaches the advantages of blunt ends over sticky ends. 

Applicant then argues that Strutt's amplification method is potentially slightly different then that of Dr. Wyricks. Dr. Wyrick does not 
indicate how the "blunting" was performed. However, the method was functionally the same, in that blunt ends were ligated to a blunt 
ended adaptor. In any case, Dr. Wyrick did not perform the comparison with the closest prior art, which is certainly Strutt, and therefore 
the result can not be considered unexpected relative to the closest prior art.. 

For these reasons, the rejections are maintained. 
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
